Continuation of Box V: 

Document 1 describes a patch wherein an adhesive layer containing a nonsteroidal anti-inflammatory 
drug (NSAED) is formed on one surface of a polyester support, and it states that this support contains a 
UV light absorbing agent. In addition, as compounds that can be used as the UV light absorbing agent, 
document 1 lists benzotriazole derivatives that include compounds having the structure specified in 
"Compound V of claim 1 of this application such as 2-(2 , -hydroxy-3 , -tert-butyl-5 , -methylphenyl)-5- 
chlorobenzotriazole, etc. Moreover, as a specific example of the above patch, it describes one that 
contains 2-(2 t -hydroxy-5 , -methylphenyl)-5-benzotriazole as the UV light absorbing agent on a 
polyester support. 

However, document 1 does not specifically describe examples adopting a combination of 
compounds having the structure specified in "Compound 1" above, especially compounds such as 2- 
(2'-hydroxy-3'-tert-buty^^ etc., as the UV light absorbing agent 

contained in the polyester support, and there is no description suggesting such a combination. 
Furthermore, as can be understood from the data presented in Table 1 of Par. No. 0047 of the 
Description of this application, by adopting this combination, the inventions of the claims of this 
application can provide a patch having excellent properties from the standpoint of drug content after 
testing, UV transmittance, change in appearance, and plaster degradation (stickiness) in comparison 
with prior art patches typified by the above specific example described in document 1 . 

In addition, as described in each of documents 2-10, the fact that compounds having the structure 
of "Compound 1" above such as 2-(2'-hydroxy-3 l -tert-butyl~5'-me 

can be adopted as a UV light absorbing agent was widely known before the priority date of this 
application, and this examination finds that including a benzotriazole derivative as a UV light 
absorbing agent in a patch was also known before the priority date of this application. However, none 
of documents 2-10 specifically describes the adoption of a combination of substances having the 
structure of "Compound 1 " above as a UV light absorbing agent contained in a polyester support, and 
this examination finds that the fact that a patch having the aforementioned superior properties can be 
obtained by this combination was not obvious to persons skilled in the art based on the descriptions in 
those documents. 
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
